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Men's Club Hears 
Talk on Florida 
by R. W. Hodgson 


Eobert W. Hodgson, head of the 


sub-tropical 
department 
of 
agri- 


culture of the University of Califor- 
nia, who has just returned from a 
tour of inspection 
of the 
citrus 


groves of Florida, delivered an in- 
teresting address before the Men's 
club at its monthly dinner Wednes- 
day evening, recounting his impres- 
sions gathered by the trip. 


Florida, he said, would always be 


a playground for the American peo- 
ple on account of its climatic con- 
ditions and in approaching the sub- 
ject by a Californian, it would be 
wise to treat it from the standpoint 


of merit rather than comparison. 
Florida, .like California, enjoys a 
semi-tropic climate, but the states 
are absolutely distinct, the climate 
of California' being an arid variety 
and that of Florida intensely hu- 
mid. 


Returning to his report on the 


citrus conditions .prevailing in Flor- 
ida, he stated that that state, which 
was the natural home of the citrus 
tree, had suffered three great freez- 
es, wiping out practically the entire 
citrus deveopment each time. The 
first freeze occurred in 1830, the scc- 
ong in 1865, and the last in 1895, 
approximately thirty years between 
each date. The present planting of 
citrus fruits in Florida is 250,000 
acres, as compared to 270,000 in Cal- 
ifornia. Of these, 95,000 acres of 
oranges are in full bearing and 65,- 
000 acres are coming into bearing.

First Air Mail 


Received Here 


by Miss Adams 


Considerable excitement was 


evidenced last Saturday about 
4:30 when a big airplane, after 
circling Covina several times, 
swooped down within a few 
feet of the ground in front of 
the Standard Oil station at Cit- 
rus and San Bernardino road 
and dropped a letter for Mis 
Winifred Adams, daughter of 
Mr. Guy Adams of Covina, gen- 
eral baggage agent for the 
Union Pacific. 


The letter, which was written by 


S. A. Cisler, superintendent of the 
air mail service, to his niece, Miss 
Adams, was encased in a tube. 
It 


was picked up by Mr. Earl Colver 
and conveyed to the postoffice for 
delivery. The aviator before leaving 
Salt Lake, stated that he would 
drop the letter at the Standard sta- 
tion. He fulfilled his prediction. 


The airplane was on its initial 


trip in the new direct line'between 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake City. It 
is scheduled to leave Los Angeles 
every day at 7:35 a.m., reaching 
Salt Lake City at 3:20 p.m. On the 
return trip, the plane starts at 10:10 
a.m., getting to Los Angeles about 
5 p.m. 


The letter was as follows: 


Salt Lake City, Utah, 


April 17, 1926. 


Miss Winifred Adams, Covina, Cal. 


My Dear Winifretl: Your father 


and I are at the air mail field, Salt 
Lake, ready to help the first air 
nail plane on the new route between 
Salt Lake and Los Angeles. We 
wish you were here to. observe the 
excitement and enthusiasm but it is 
assumed you are at Covina waiting 
for the plane to pass over your place 
this evening. 


I have taken good care of your 


father and kept him from landing in 
jail as he is not used to being on the 
streets of a large city.

DR. BARRON LEAVES FOR 


TRIP THROUGHOUT BAST 


Dr. Henry Barron, associated -with 


Drs. W. P. and S. S. Magan, left on 
Saturday for a six weeks' trip in 
the east. Dr. Barron will attend the 
American Medical association at Dal- 
las, Texas, and then go to Chicago 
and Rochester, Minnesota, for clinic 
work. 


To keep pace with the rapid de- 


velopment of the San Gabriel valley, 
the directors of the Azusa Irrigating 
company have recently let the con- 
tract for another large well to be 
drilled on a site lately purchased on 
West Broadway, adjacent to the 
south city limits of Azusa. There is 
every reason to believe, they say, 
that this well, which will be twenty- 
six inches in diameter and which 
will be drilled to a depth of 500 or 
600 feet, will augment the com- 
pany's water supply by 200 or 300 
inches. 


The Azusa Irrigating district is 


one of the most successful and larg- 
est in the San Gabriel valley and 
covers 4000 acres of citrus groves 
with an approximate valuation of 
$12,000,000 in the Azusa and parts 
of the Glendora, Covina and West 
Covina communities. 


About 1870, water 
was 
first 


brought from the San Gabriel river 
in dirt ditches for irrigating pur- 
poses. As the country developed and 
the demand for domestic and irrigat- 
ing water increased the ditches were 
lengthened and a zanjero was em- 
ployed to apportion the water. In 
1886, the present irrigation company 
was incorporated and in 1894 bonds 


were voted to replace the open 
ditches with a concrete pipeline sys- 
tem. 


Seasons of scant rainfall and the 


increase of the citrus industry made 
it apparent that the gravity water 
from the San Gabriel river, which 
was divided with other irrigating 
companies in Covina and Duarte, 
was insufficient, and in 1907 a well 
was drilled on San Bernardino road 
on the E. R. Coffman property in 
the southern part of the district. 
This well proved that a good Bupply 
of water could be obtained at a 
depth of 130 feet and that it -was 
entirely feasible to lift it for irrigat- 
ing purposes. 


As the development of the valley 


progressed 
the 
Azusa Irrigating 


company has at various times put 
down four other wells in different 
parts of the district and from these ' 
wells now has a combined flow of 
800 inches. The two largest wells 
are located on San Bernardino road 
and Cypress, avenue. Of the five 
wells, three are operated by electri- 
city and two by gas engines. 


From the new well, which will be 


operated by a gas engine, a booster 
pump will force the water by a steel 
pipe line two miles to the company's 
upper reservoir at Ben Lomond and 
Gladstone avenues, where it will be 
distributed by gravity to the acre- 
age below. 


In the years when the rainfall is 


twenty or more inches there is usu- 
allv a heavy reserve of snow stored 
in the highest mountain ranges and 
this insures a sufficient supply of

bearing and "2,000 acres coining in- 
to bearing. 


The soil of that state lacks fertil- 


ity, but the humidity makes is pos- 
sible to secure heavy yields with the 
aid of fertilizer. The average citrus 
orehfu'd is never cultivated 
after 


the trees are once planted. In the 
speaker's opinion, Florida holds the 
key to the prosperity of California 
growers. 
While argicultural 
costs 


are lower than in California, they 
lack the organized marketing facil- 
ities. The average cost of produc- 
tion in Florida is SO cents per box, 
as compared to $1.20 in this country. 


Barring heavy frosts and unfav- 


orable conditions, Florida will al- 
ways be a formidable factor in the 
citrus market, was the opinion of 
this speaker. 


As in California, the three great 


lilies 
of 
agricultural 
development 


are citrus fruits, out-of-season, or in 
other words, winter vegetables, and 
the growing of flowers, bulbs and 
shrubs. The address was illustrated 
by stereopticon views. 


On account of the character of 


the address there was an unusually 
large attendance of the citrus grow- 
ers from throughout the Covina val- 
ley.
